I Invited Dollnaan to ooae to the Oeneulate General to dleouae 
the natter referred to in hie letter of August f a-sepy-ef vhloh 
le attached to thle memorandum* X did thle laaeaneh ae Bellmaan 
•aid that he tod an nrfeat natter to dleomee in connection with 
the John caee and inasmuch ae I eomld not content ear Llasea Of floor, 
to* Leas, on Friday to arrange for a representative of an Aaerloan 
agency other than the Coneulate to interview Dollnaan* 

Dollnaan' • oonpaaioa, Greeter, van introduced ae a foreer 
Luftwaffe fighter pilot who had flown in the Mediterranean area 
gad who wae oleee to Field Marshall tee eelring* Bollaana eald that 
to had brought Grueter with hla beeamee Greeter wae faailiar with 
the setter about to be dieoueoed and beeamee Greeter wae a perman- 
ent reeident of Bunich whereas he, Dollnann, wae going to return to 
’tordidf where he made his permanent re el dance, in abeut 4 or 5 toekw# 

Dollnaan opened by stating that ef course X knee she he 
wae* Inaesuoh ae X had just read an exhaustive file en hla aala- 
tained by the Bueddeutsehe Beituag and had reeeivad some inf sweat lea 
abeut hla free the Barer laa M LfY, X said that X did* Ballaaaa 
When remarked that what he had to say did met relate directly te the 
John. ease* He observed pareatbeti sally that he tod met John emty 
a few times, all in tome between 19)9 and 1941, altheuto John tod 
in 1952, after Dellmaan bad been arrested la Frankfurt far entering 
Germany with a falsified passport, wrgeatly relocated that Del Inane 
nee kin* Dollnaan said that he had refused te see Jehu cad did met 
•peculate on why John might have wanted to see him in 195** djwepos 
•f John's dlecappearaaoc, Dollnaan eald frankly that he dig met 
know anything about the oeee, although someone when to bellved te be 
la British Intelligence had recently tried te elicit information 
about the John ones from him* Ke told me that-he.had informed the 
individual that who had suggested that he go tPlerila with him 
that he wae living in retirement and would not be able te leave 
Ifunieh elnoe he wee working very herd with hie publishes to go 4 
hie neaoire into print* 

The nnb of Dollnaan's statement wee that he knew someo n e 
who lived in Bunich whon ke considered tsnpe mentally, politically 
and by olrounstaaoes Ideally suited to go to the Bast Borne, specifically 
Bast Berlin on a or a eerlee of aieeione for the Amerloaae* The 
individual, Kurt H0LGA1T, (the last name le aa-awtdetdm- not hie 
faally name* He wae born HUYOBB, but usee the name BQLGABT dew 
professionally* He le a singer) la about 45 years old* He wae, 
aooordlng to Dollnann, born In Freiburg, Baden, wae active in the 
Pfadflnder in Baden until 1955 uton he went to Borne the German 
Bmbaeey la tome ae Landes Jugoad Fuehrer* He wae in Bone from 1995 
until 195&' During this time Dollnann said be earns te know Holgart 
very veil* He said that Bolgart wee the rt enfaat paid" of von Shiwaeh 
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but that he had certain difficultiea with the Has! Party, pub Italy 
which he liberally criticised before many Party officials withe** 
apparent immunity. During Holgart' a duty in Rone, Dollnan n said, 
the former got to know the ron Hassells very well and-beeane particular- 
ly Frau ron Hassell who in 1945 after learning that Holgart was a prison- 
er of the French wrote to General Koenig requesting Holgart •• release* 

The release was pronptly arranged. Dollnann renarked that this was 
one of the few instances In which Frau Yon Hassell had lnterrened for 
former Has is and certainly showed her good opinion of Holgart* 

Holgart, Dollnann said and in this was corroborated by his companion 
Grueter, was a son of a farm family, emotionally nature and balanced, 
quite a successful eingsr, well off financially, not deeply inter- 
ested in politics, although not without oonTlotion, am outspokenly 
loyal to the Vest and immune to the attractions of Communism* 

Holgart has had several opportunities to take attractive offers 
from Hast German cultural authorities, particularly in the Bast Berlin 
opera* While Dollnann implied that Holgart had actually performed In 
the Bast Zone, he said that Holgart had turned down the permanent offers 
saying that he didn’t want to live in the Bast Zone and that he pre- 
ferred the Vest* Holgart has made several visits to Bast Berlin 
where he has a friend whom Do 11 man n said he oould not or was not 
authorised to name who is either a dootor himself or has the beet 
connections with medical men in the Chari td.Am-Bas* This friend 
is a member of the Communist party of long standing* Hs holds 
card Ho* 5 of the KP in the East Zone* Hie contacts with ths 
Russians end with Bast Zone officials art ths beat* The friend 
whom we called "X" in our conversation has been instrumental In 
getting Russian officers, Dollnann said Generals, treated in the 
Charlte' for YD whloh they were afraid to repdrt to Russian medical 
authorities* Holgart has visitsd his friend In the Charlte* amd-ha 
On one ocoaelon he spent about two weeks there without molestation 
by the Yopos although they had asked him wheme-k whether he had 
a visa for the Bast Zone, whloh he did not* Dollnann thinks tha t 
Holgart night be prevailed upon to perform missions for the American s . 
although he cannot say for sure because he me Earn not heard Holgart 
express himself on the natter* The point is, Dollnann said, that 
Holgart le Ideally suited for suoh a mission and that he oan come and 
go at will, thanks to the friendship with this high ranking member# 
of the East German KP* Interestingly, Holgart received a poet car d 
on July 25 dated July 21 from Bast BerllTTwrltten by "f” in whi ch 
no i garni was Invited to cone to East Berlin, "We haven't seen each 
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is have much to talk over"* 



Persuading Holgart to go to East Berlin as an Anerloan agsnt 
would be a rather delicate matter according to Dollnann who asked that 
if American agencies were Interested they make the first novs through 
him, Dollnann, rather than approach Holgart dlrsotly* For this reason 
Dollnann did not give me Holgart’ e address* "He Is un-politieal and 
honest, and I can vouch for him completely (at firet he said 75-80^) 
Dollnann remarked He ie a little eet in hie waye and would need 
careful steering from agents in West Berlin before going over to 
the East, Dollnann continued, but he would be effective* 

Dollnann thinks that time is of the essence since it would 
take some time to arrange a visit to East Berlin and since "X' q " 
contacts in the Charite are subject to transfer* Dollmann will ♦ 
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in Munich for at lsast 4 v««ki nor# and than ht will raturn to Madrid* 
If ha oannot bs raaohad Oruatar can arrant a a oontaot with Holxa rt 
who* ha says ha knowa vary wall* do 1 1 sarin massif voluntsered th* 
raaaon for not going to Bonn authcritiss with hia suggestion, Ha 
aaid that ha frankly did not trust than, aallad the intalllganoa sat 
up thara a Jungle and said that ha had aada hia contaot with the 
Americans in A945 and not with the Bonn government, that ha knew 
the Americans wall (claimed ha arranged the contact between Dulles 
and SS Obergruppenfuehrer Wolff in Bwltserland) and that ha fait it 
Was appropriate to past this hint on to the Americana so that the 
Americans would not reproach him at soma later data for allowing 
thla opportunity to be lost* Ha Inniied that hia motive in suggesting 
Holgart to the Americana was purely selfish and that ha would have 
no further interest in the matter hftar.it had bean arranged one way 
or the other* He requested that I apple pp the matter, refering it 
directly to the top without allowing underling ing to get mined up 
in it and making sure to keep the German out of It* He was particu- 
larly anxious lest the Bonn people hear about the interview and 
thus make trouble for hint He haid he was mot being disloyal to 
the German government, but just thought that the Americans were 
the people to know about it* 

I explained to Dolinann, as 1 had done at the outset, that 
intelligence was beyon£ the scope of our work at the Consulate 
but that we would see that appropriate American agencies were 
apprised of the natter and that appropriate action would be taken* 

I agreed that if there was to a fate further contact it would be 
though him, that I would bring the matter to the proq£ attention 
of the Interested offices and that as far as possible his request 
that Bonn be left out would be honors'^ X made ASH onijr a preliminary 
agreement on the“lltlgr point Since 1 did not presume to know
